11 of its responsibilities to the Kyodan. The matter of Missionary 
Work Funds and the stationing of missioneries are the only two items 
Pemaining in CEC hands. Since the ClC has thus disappeared, it was 
suggested that the Cooperative Hducational Committee and’ the Cooper- 
ative Social Work Committee be absorbed into similar bodies to the 
fyoden's Evangelism Committee. The CoC approved this principle on 
November 24. The CH@C will turn over its responsibilities to the 
Bssociation of IBG Related Schools, and the CSwWC will turn over its 
Pesponsibilities to the Christian Social Work League. It is envisioned 
phat in one year the CHC, the CHdC, and the CSWC will be no longer 
¥ existence on the headquarters level. This will mean that these 
iodies which exist on the local level will no longer have a "head"? 
ot the top. To take the place of the three committees on the local 
level, area conferences will be held next year bringing evangelistic, 
sducational, end Social work personnel together with a view to found- 
ing cooperative, GoGmuyps bodies“on the’ local level. “The church, 
chools, and social work institutions may thus work in closer harmony, 
90t only on the headquarters level, but on the local level as well.

men's Work and the Home sponsored the conference, which wes the fourth 
Of its kind conducted by the department, The theme of the conference 
wes "Femily Relations in Modern Society." Fifty delegates from all 
over Japan gathered at Atami. 


Professor Eiichi Isomura of Tokyo Municipal University apoke on 
the orgenization of the family in modern society. He noted that t] 
relation between the parents and the children is becoming i acs and 
iie close-knitness of the family is being lost. The individuals 
become as isolated persons in modern society. ‘the image of mass 
communication has a great influence on the family life. The Christi 
Gn Japan should protect the relation of the members in the family a4 
bry to preserve the intimacy of the family group life. Professor 
Haruo Tsuru, Dean of Students at ICU, spoke on the practical side of 
Seucenty Life in college. He said that the modern youth is very néive, 
Only his ideas are edult. He stressed the responsibility of the 
parents in their development. 


In the discussion periods, there was a marked difference 
look between those couples in the middle age and above, and th » 
eouples.
